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UTILIZING APPLICATION 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To solve a problem that backup 
is forgotten while lacking easiness in a conventional method 
for using a method or machine for backup by connecting a / 
persona! computer by a cable. 

SOLUTION: In the method for saving a portable telephone 1, 
the portable telephone is saved through the Internet into a 
server 5 while using a JAVA(R) application 2 installed in the 
first portable telephone. Further,. in a method for backing up 
telephone directory information in the portable telephone 1 
into a server 6, when connecting the portable telephone 1 to 
the server 5 f in the case of saving, the telephone number of 
the portable telephone is collated and saved by a sixth 
server. In the case of restoring, identity is authenticated by 
the number of the portable telephone. Then, by making a user 
input a password, the identity is confirmed and restoring is 
performed.

[Embodiments of the Invention] 

Exemplary embodiments of the present invention will be explained 

10 below with reference to the accompanying drawings. Fig. 1 is an overall block 
diagram that illustrates one example of the embodiments according to the 
present invention representing a system block diagram that includes the 
portable telephone 1 that saves a telephone directory having the JAVA 
application installed therein, the server 5, the communications carrier 3 that 

15 operates a communication line, and the Internet network 4. 

[0010] Fig. 2 is a detailed block diagram for the portable telephone 1 illustrated 
in Fig. 1 including the controller 6 that performs an operation under a program 
control by a processor (not illustrated), the key input section 8 that enables an 
entry through the use of keys, the display section 7 that displays data, the 

20 storage section 9 that stores a telephone directory and a program, the audio 
data input and output section 10 for use during a communication, and the data 
transmission and reception section 1 1 that enables a data exchange with the 
communications carrier. 

[001 1] Fig. 3 includes the data saving section 13 to save data, the controller 12 
25 that performs an operation under a program control by a processor (not 



illustrated), and the data input and output section 14 that enables a data 
exchange through the Internet network 5. 

[0012] With reference to Fig. 1 to Fig. 3, operations of exemplary embodiments 
according to the present invention are explained. Suppose that the portable 
telephone 1 has the JAVA application 2 for a backup purpose installed therein. 
[0013] The backup software is activated by performing a certain operation on 
the portable telephone 1 . If the portable telephone is of a model not 
supported by the software, new software is downloaded. (S10 to S12) 
[0014] Based on a time interval for backup operations previously set in the 
resident JAVA application 2, a telephone directory is saved by making a 
connection automatically with the server 5 after the time interval has elapsed. 
(S3 to S9) 

[0015] Then the telephone directory is converted into a standard format and 
encrypted in the portable telephone, and transmitted. Then the telephone 
directory is converted into a standard format, encrypted, and transmitted. 
[0016] In order to restore the telephone directory, a request for the restoration 
is made to the JAVA application 2 and thereby a connection with the server 5 is 
established automatically prompting a password entry. When a password 
match occurs, the server 5 transmits the telephone directory data and in turn 
the portable telephone 1 receives the data, converts it to a format specific to 
the portable telephone, and overwrites the resulting data. (S14 to S23) 
[0017] On receiving a request for downloading the JAVA application 2 when an 
access is made by the portable telephone 1 , the server 5 transmits the latest 
version. (S24, S28) 

[0018] On receiving a request for saving, the server 5 saves the data in an area 



in the storage section 13 that corresponds with the appropriate telephone 
number and notifies that the saving operation is completed. (S25 to S27) 
[0019] In a restoration process, a telephone number verification is carried out, 
and if the verification completes successfully, password verification is carried 
5 out. If a password match occurs, the data is read from an area in the storage 
section 13 that corresponds with the appropriate telephone number and the 
data is transmitted to the portable telephone 1. (S29 to S36) 
[0020] 

[Examples] By having this i application installed and reside through the i mode, 
10 a backup operation of the telephone directory can be carried out on regular 
basis eliminating any cumbersome efforts otherwise made by a user. 
[0021] Alternatively, the user can obtain a backup copy at any desired time and 
can have it restored at any desired time.
